As argued by Applicant: 

Chang reference did not disclose "retrieving data from a search gateway data source". Chang's data source 
are all regular temninal data repositories or federated data sources, and are not search gateway data 
sources, and cannot reasonably be interpreted as meeting the express requirement for search gateway data 
sources. 

Examiner respectfully traverses because of the following reasons: 

Firstly, there is no requirement is specified for a search gateway data sources in the specification, except a 
DES search gateway was claimed in claims 22-24, and discussed at page 45, 2"^ and 3"^ paragraph, "DES 
search gateway is only one example of a search gateway, and other search gateways may be used..." 
Secondly, as set forth in MPEP 2111: 

the "PTO applies to verbiage of the proposed claims the broadest reasonable meaning of the words 
in their ordinary usage as they would be understood by one of ordinary skill in the art, taking into 
account whatever enlightenment by way of definitions or otherwise that may be afforded by the 
written description contained in applicant's specification."). 
QBIC provides image indexing and search mechanisms for Digital Library data. However, QBIC itself does 
not store any image data. QBIC indexes image parts in documents and process search requests using this 
index. The results of an image query submitted to QBIC are DL item identifiers, which are keys to retrieve 
the actual documents and their parts from a DL datastore (Chang, Col. 39, Lines 15-24). As seen, QBIC is 
considered as search gateway data source because via QBIC, the result of a query is DL item identifiers 
that are stored in QBIC, and actual documents from a DL datastore is searched by DL item identifiers. The 
search is expanded from QBIC to a DL datastore that contains the document matches with DL item 
identifier.
